Now, Therefore, I, Carl Ebert, President of the 
Board of Town Trustees of the town of Waterloo, 
Indiana, do hereby proclaim that the above dates be 
set aside in the town of Waterloo, for historical 
study and celebration; 


And, in as much as the growth and development 
of the town of Waterloo has been in part due to 
association with contiguous neighborhoods and it is 
fitting and proper that the entire surrounding 
community join in this Centennial Celebration, the 
Town of Waterloo invites all the peoples in the area 
to take part in the coming memorial events and 
invites all individuals and organized groups to study 
the history of Waterloo and participate in our 
festivities, and to profit by a better understanding of 
the pioneer work done by the founders and builders 
of the town of Waterloo.

Grandpa Started It All Here 


This house was built about 


1845. 


In the year 1838 Wesley 
Park put up a little board 
shanty on the site of Union— 
town. It was intented as a 
shelter for men employed on 
building a bridge over Cedar 
Creek. Being on the state 
road from Angola to Fort Wayne, the possibilities of a town were foreseen, 
and Frederick Krum laid out the plat of Uniontown. A store building 
was put up, and a trading point established by George Trout. James 
Bowman erected a water saw-—mill. The first grist mill was built in 
Uniontown in 1868 by Josiah and Jonathan Weaver. 


The completion of the ‘‘Air Line’’ railroad as it was then called, 
(later being the Lake Shore & Michigan Southern and now the New York 
Central) was the signal for laying of the foundations of ‘‘Waterloo City”’ 
as it was then called. Miles Waterman, a prominent citizen of the county 
at that date, together with John Hornberger, laid out the original plat of 
the. town of Waterloo in 1856. 

The first structure erected in the new town was a railroad office. Eli 
Williamson built the first dwelling house which still stands on the south— 
west corner of Maple and Franklin Streets.

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6 EARLY HISTORY 


The Railroad Story 


The first railroad in the County was the Air Line Division of the Michigan 
Southern & Northern Indiana railroad which was built to one mile east of 
town in 1856 and completed through Waterloo in 1857. The first passenger 
office was a box car at the side of the track. A little later a small passen— 
ger house was built where the Police Station is now located. Large sheds 
stood West thereof where hundreds of cords of wood was hauled by farmers. 
This was then cut in small lengths for engine fuel, by a buzz saw operated 
by a tread mill drawn by a horse. Philip Plum was present and went inside 
the cars when the first passenger train came through town on June 6, 
1857. About 1880 the N.Y.C.R.R. freight and grain warehouse was moved 
from where the Standard Oil bulk plant is presently located. It was raised 
on blocks and skids, then placed on two flat cars. It took but seven 
minutes to shove it onto the cars, whereupon it was pulled by locomotive 
and moved to its present site at Center Street. A long incline ramp,known 
as a ‘‘Wheat Bridge’’ was built of earth and ran up to the tip of the south 
side of the freight house: Farmers would haul their grain up this incline 
where it was unloaded into bins for shipment. 


In 1870 the Fort Wayne, Jackson, and Saginaw Railroad commenced oper— 
ations, crossing the first railroad tracks in the West part of town. In 1882 
this road was taken over and became a part of the new system and both 
roads were then named the Lake Shore and Michigan Southern. Later both 
these roads became a part of the present New York Central Railroad 
System. The present town came into being by reason of these railroads. 


Before the advent of the automobiles and trucks all shipping and most 
travel was done by rail. A large number of men were employed at the 
freight house and depot. Dray lines flourished in the town and hack and 
livery service was carried on to the nearby towns. The closest other 
railroads in the early days were 25 and 35 miles away. Therefore the 
farmers from far and wide had to haul their grain, produce and stock to 
town for sale and shipment. 
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INTERURBAN AND THE OLD STOGIE MILL 


Before the days of modern highways Waterloo was fortunate in transpor— 
tation because in addition to the good railroad facilities; it was served 
by the Interurban Line which connected Waterloo with Auburn, Garrett, 
Kendallville, Fort Wayne and other points South. The Waterloo station 
was the end of the line that was nicknamed ‘‘The Hollinger Line’’. It was 
constructed in 1907 and Harry Knott operated the last car in 1937. Ghrulke 
and Flack Prop. of Waterloo Cigar Co., originators of Nail in Head Cigars, 
was located in the same building as the Interurban station. 


8 CHURCHES 


The Methodist Episcopal Church at Waterloo first used a seminary build— 
ing. The brick Church was constructed in 1885 but in Oct. 1886 it burned 
and was rebuilt under the pastorage of Rev. W. D. Parr in 1887, at a cost 


of $5500. 


The Presbyterian Church at Waterloo was organized June 5, 1863 by 
Rev. C. Ford. The Church building, a frame structure on Maple Street, was 
erected in 1867 at a cost of $3,000. The first pastor Rev. Edward Wright. 


The Church of Christ built a structure in 1870 on Maple Street at a cost 
of $3500. Rev. M. M. Barlett was the first pastor. 


The United Brethern Church at Waterloo established probably in 1852 by 
traveling Evangelists. A deed to the lot on which the Church now stands 
was made by George Trout and wife to the first Board of Trustees. The 
Church building was completed in 1862. Rev. Taring Osmun was the first 
pastor. It was the first Church in Waterloo. During the early history of this 
Church the building was used for union worship. In 1879 the Church 
was rebuilt. In June of 1912 the old Church-was torn down and a new 
structure was completed and dedicated April 6, 1913 at a cost of $15,000. 


The English Reformed Church was built at the corner of Center and Union 
Streets in 1872, at a cost of $5500. Rev. Henry Baer was the first pastor. 


The Evangelical Association at Waterloo was organized before the out 
break of the Civil War, and in 1886 its Church was built at the cost of 
$3000. Rev. Geist was the pastor in charge when the Church was con— 
structed. 


The first Catholic Church of the County was built in Waterloo in 1864, 
and was attended by Catholics in the entire County. Father Max 
Bensinger was one of its first Priests. 


The Church of Christ was founded April 11, 1948. A fine new Church was 
erected by the membership at the corner of Washington and Maple streets 
in 1952. The first Evangelist of the congregation was Mr. Warren Jones 


and the latest Evangelist serving approximately 100 Church members is 
Mr. Ellis Webb. 


The Church of the Nazarene was founded in September 1945. A new Church 
was erected by the membership on Lockhart Avenue near Center Street in 
1947. The present pastor of the congregation is Melvin L. Wilkinson.

10 SCHOOLS 


According to old residents a log school house was built in Uniontown. Later the 
first frame school house was erected in Uniontown on Colgrove street just south 
of the Lynn Imhoff property. It served the few children of the early days. Just 
before the town was granted a charter to be incorporated in 1863 the township 
trustee had erected another school building in the southeast part of town. This 
was located on the south side of Maple Street and east of Washington on what is 
now the northwest corner of the present school plot. Spencer Dills, Peter Colgrove 
and Professor J. A. Barnes taught in this ill—contrived structure. Professor 
Barnes, also, conducted several successful normal schools in the upper room. 
Professor J. H. Moore came to Waterloo from Auburn in 1860 and erected a build— 
ing on the site of the present Methodist Church and conducted a good school call— 
ed the Moore’s Seminary. He was assisted by J. B. York, who continued the 
work after Professor Moore enlisted in the 100th Indiana Volunteer Regiment. 
Irene Smith Boyer was, also, an instructor here. The seminary was discontinued 
in the later 1860’s. 


In 1871 the large school building was erected on Van Vleek Street, where the 
Shelter House now stands. At this time it was the finest school building in the 
county. It was built of brick, with a stone basement at a cost of $20,000. This 
served well the educational needs for the town for many years. All who attended 
this school remembers well how switching trains interferred with classes. Mr. 
Frank Van Auken was the first superintendent. The first high school graduation 
was in 1879. There has been a graduating class every year since with the ex— 
ception of 1880. 


This building was torn down after the present school structure was erected. 
Children were also «cared1 for in the old Opera House and later in the Town Hall 
which replaced the Opera House that was blown down. In the 1920’s classes 
were held in an old church which stood where Wakefield’s factory now stands. 


As the school population began to increase, the structure was too small to care 
for the educational requirements of the children. And as the financial burden of 
the schools in the town and township became heavier a movement was started to 
consolidate the two school systems. The movement to consolidate was definite- 
ly decided in an election which was held in April 1925. Soon afterwards the town 
of Waterloo consolidated with Crant Township for the purpose of bettering the 
educational facilities of the community. The building was started in July 1925 
and finished in 1926. The new school structure was built on East Douglas street 
on the site of the present school plant. This building housed the high school and 
grades seven and eight. The old building on Railroad Street was used for the first 
six grades. The town hall was used for a gymnasium. William Mustard was super- 
intendent of school during this building period. Solomon Fisher, Bert Bachtel, 
J. E. Showalter and T. L. Myers were members of the school board. 


In 1938 this school building was altered by doing away with the auditorium and 
constructing more class rooms. The most important change was the addition of the 
gymnasium which is connected with the school building. During this building 
period Charles A. Overmeyer was superintendent. James A. Husselman, Fern A. 
Morr and Grant A. Kelley were on the school board. This school plant served 
the community well for a number of years. 


In 1954 changes were made in some of the rooms of the building and an addit- 
ion was added to provide rooms for home economic, the hot lunch, biology, and 
shop. 


Land has been added to the school ground from time to time until it now con- 
tains about thirteen acres. It contains a good track and in 1955 the ball diamond 
was lighted. Busses bring in the children from the outlying area. 


In 1953 a private kindergarten was started in the Church of Christ which is 
adjacent to the school ground. The small children use the play ground equipment. 
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Modern Fire Department 


The Waterloo Fire Department was organized October 1, 1869. Records say that 


there were 45 men and 3 pieces of equipment, namely a fire engine, a hose cart 
and a ladder wagon.

The history of DeKalb County published in 1880 states that Waterloo at that time 
had the only fire engine in DeKalb County. 


Officers of this first department consisted of a foreman, first and second assist- 
ant foremen, secretary-treasurer, and 3 trustees. There was also an engine 
committee, who kept the fire engine in working condition, a cistern committee who 
inspected the cisterns at regular intervals and a lantern committee who kept 

the lanterns cleaned, trimmed and filled. 


Members had to be between the ages of 18 and 40. They were fined $1.00 if they 
failed to attend a fire and they were fined 25¢ if they failed to attend a fire 
meeting.

Picture in upper left corner was the old saw mill on East Marion Street owned by 
C. V. Bookmiller, father of Troden Bookmiller. It was dismantled in 1931 and is 
now the present site of Kitchen Quip, Inc. 


Picture in upper right corner is Kitchen Quip, Inc., one of Waterloo’s largest 
industries, which was founded in July 1946. The founders were Mr. Lewis C. 
Schaeffer, Mr. Harry Lemmons and Associates. The Company manufactures the 
Salad Master, a vegetable cutter. In the last three years other models of vegetable 
cutters have been added. Also manufactured is the new Smog-Master Ash Tray, 
Posy Pail Planter and T-Screw Driver. Extensive custom plating and Roto Finish- 
ing is also done. Kitchen Quip now have their own sales organization for all 
products with the exception of the original Salad Master. Starting from its origin 
Kitchen Quip has grown to annual sales of $1,000,000 and is expected to be in- 
creased in future years. Present management is Mr. Francis Metrailer, President, 
Mr. L. C. Schaeffer, Chairman of Board; Mr. J. M. Cushing, Secretary; Mr. Harry 
Lemmons, Vice-President. 


Picture in lower left corner was the Handle Factory of Till and Bowman in 1888. 


The late Col. Stephen A. Bowman is shown at the right. It is now the site of 
Tucker Metal Products, Inc. 


The picture in the lower right corner is the Tucker Metal Products, Inc. This 

company was formed in November 1946 in Fort Wayne, Indiana, by George 
Charleston and Howard Tucker, as Charleston Screw Machine Products. They 
moved to Waterloo in March 1950, and incorporated as Charleston Metal Products. 
They moved to new quarters on Grant Street in June 1956, and changed name to 
Tucker Metal Products, Inc. Contract manufacturers of metal parts used in such 
places as food processing equipment, home appliances, automotive, wire forming, 
agriculture, and munitions industries. Also they are equipped to do the following: 

centerless grinding, induction hardening, turret and engine lathe, milling, drilling, 
and automatic screw machine production. 
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T H. Products Corporation is shown in the upper left corner. The T H Products 
Corporation purchased the Hall-Stingle Company in September 1953 and in late 
October of the same year were in production as a Screw Machine Shop. This 
Company manufacturers grease fittings for the automotive trade, for farm machine- 
ry, and the jobbing trade. They do some export business. At the present time they 
are operating two shifts and have about 50 people on the payroll. Mr. Carl Russell 
is superintendent and R. M. Stingle is office manager. 


Picture in the upper right corner shows the old barrell factory which was located 
about one half block north of the Town Hall. 


The picture in the lower left corner is the R. P. Wakefield Company. Russell P. 
Wakefield came to Waterloo in 1945 and started the R. P. Wakefield Co., Inc., a 
wood fabricating industry. Later he former the Wakefield Plywood Corporation 
which sells plywood. About two years ago he purchased the Bryan Novelty Mfg. Co. 
which manufactured folding elevator and counter stools and now manufacturers 
these products in Waterloo. 


The picture in the lower right corner shows the old tannery and Bech’s Packing 
Company. The two-story building at left was the old tannery run by George 
Shoner. Sam Bech was proprietor of the packing plant..Tom Bohler at right was 
about 16 years of age when this picture was taken about 1885. This building was 
formerly used as a cooper shop. These structures were south of the junction of 
Washington and North Wayne Streets, between what is now Shamrock Inn and 


Cedar Creek. 
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WATERLOO CITY LODGE NO. 307, F. & A.M. Organized in March 1864 with 
twelve charter members. Chas. A. O. McClellan was first Worshipful Master and 
other officers were Jas. I. Walker, Ezra D. Hartman, Chas. Bassett, J. F. Radcliff, 
Lyman Sleeper, David Riddell and Jacob Willard. Dr. W. R. Newcomer has been 
given a 50 year pin. 


WATERLOO CHAPTER NO. 142, ORDER OF EASTERN STAR Instituted Dec. 8, 
1893 with 23 charter ‘members. First officers were Nellie Leas, Wm. O. Butler, 
Mary Till, Alda Bemenderfer, Mrs. S. P. Klotz, Mrs. H. K. Leas, Mrs. S. Z. 
Dickinson, Julia Butler, Nora Butler Amelia Wittmer, Laura Sinclair, Lola 
Broughton, Nancy McCague and Florence Waterman. 


LEONIDAS LODGE NO. 205, K. OF P. Organized in 1889 with Frank B. Knott 
first payer of dues. First officers were A. D. Locke, A. V. Sinclair, G. J. Beck 
and A. J. Haskins. Two Members received pins as 59 year members in 1956: 
John H. Dunn and Benjamin A. Link. 


PHTHIAN SISTERS Originally chartered as Rathbone Sisters in 1898 with one 
charter member still living: Verna Darby Lapland of Flagstaff, Arizona. Original 
officers were Laura St Clair, Jessie Baxter, Esther Meeks, Nellie Leas, Rerna 
Darby, Kate Swartz, Josie Swartz, Cora Stanley and Emma Plum. 


SUNSHINE COUNCIL GAY 11 Pythian Sisters’ Junior group has 18 Sunshine 
Girls. Their officers are Nancy Lockwood, Sharon Harris, Marsha Hodges, Mary 
Sebert, Donna Meyers, June Kay Dirrim, Sally Kennedy, Betty Hartman, Janis 
Kennedy and Sherry Yountz. 


INDEPENDENT ORDER OF ODD FELLOWS Oldest fraternal order in Waterloo, 
established Nov. 1, 1860 with the following officers: Oscar Colvin, John Minnich, 
Robt. Crooks and Jos. Reed. 


FAITH REBEKAH LODGE Organized Sept. 11, 1888. Apparently the oldest! 


women’s lodge in Waterloo. Early record books were destroyed by fire. 


LIONS CLUB Chartered January 24, 1929 with 23 members. First officers elected 
were Earl Leas, Geo. Speer, W. R. Newcomer, Russell Fretz, Lyle McEntarfer, 
J. B. Munn, W. H. Ettinger, J. E. Showalter, E. A. Ish, Bert Bachtel and Melvin 
Swartz. Always an active service organization, it brings in new business, fathered 
the Athletic Assn. and acts as Chamber of Commerce. 


MINERVA CLUB One of oldest literary clubs in state. Organized Jan. 24, 1884 for 
mutual improvement. First officers were Mrs. F. W. Willis, Ida Blair, Sarah S. C. 
Winslow. Celebrated 50th Anniversary in 1934. 


PROGRESSIVE LITERARY CLUB Was organized Sept. 11, 1896 by a group of 
school teachers to increase facilities for education in community. First officers 
were Myra Grublke, Anna Deventer and Myrtle Ball. 
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BUSINESS AND PROFESSIONAL WOMEN’S CLUB Sponsored by Auburn B. and P. 
W. Feb. 29, 1956. Twenty-eight charter members with Ruth Hampton, Mary Warner, 
Evelyn Sutton, Helen Morr and June Parkinson as officers. 


WATERLOO BUSINESS MEN’S ASSN. Newly organized group dates from March 
1956. Officers are Jas. E. McAlpin, Joe Cattell, Wayne Ordway and Bob Albright. 


BAND BOOSTERS’ ASSOCIATION Organized in Jan. 1942 as Band Parents’ 
Club to promote Solo and Ensemble Contest. Officers at that time were Mrs. 
Harold Hoxie, Mrs. Fern Morr, Mrs. Burt Kepler and Mr. Lester Dull. 


WATERLOO-GRANT TWP. P. T. A. Organized about 1929 with Mrs. Dr. Ish and 
Mrs. Ruth Hire as earliest presidents. Reorganized about ten years later and 
assumed responsibility for the school’s hot lunch program which is still its 
largest project. 


WATERLOO FIREMEN’S ASSN. Organized Oct. 1, 1869, first fire department in 
county. Early records were lost so names of charter members and first officers 
are not known. Present officers are Grant Kelly, Clark Kelly and Raymond Fee. 


WATERLOO ATHLETIC ASSN. Organized in Jan. 1953 for the promotion of 
athletics in Waterloo and surrounding community. Largest venture has been the 
Little League. First officers were Geo. Charleston, Albert Hoff, Jim Hamilton 
and Bob Albright.

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FIRST ENLISTMENTS. From page 335 of DeKalb County history book 
published in 1885 


With the first call of the President, numerous volunteers from DeKalb 
County offered their services, but as they were not organized in a body by 
themselves, such as were accepted were assigned to various commands, 
and in many cases credited to other counties. Thus the county furnished 
men enough for two whole companies before the company was raised and 
officered entirely in DeKalb. The first company to receive a large rep- 
resentation from DeKalb was Company G, Nineteenth Regiment, in connect- 
ion with which the following incident occured: 


While the people of Waterloo were enthusiastically manifesting their war- 
like spirit, there occured in the village July 10, 1861, an accident so 
fatal in its character and effect as to shock the entire community. The 
sadness was much deeper than was felt at ten times the loss of life in 
the field of war, for the latter was felt to be necessary, and the former 
only a deplorable accident. 


The cannon belonging to the citizens of the village was being fired in 
honor of the volunteers belonging to Captain Clark’s company who were 
leaving on the express train at 3:55. Two rounds had been fired, the third 
and fatal one was reserved for the departure of the train. It had been 
heavily charged, and was wadded with green leather shavings from the 
tannery, within a few inches of the muzzle, and as the train started it was 
fired, resulting in a most terrible explosion, bursting the gun to atoms and 
scattering the pieces in all directions, over houses and tree tops, carry- 
ing several heavy pieces to a distance of over eighty rods, such was the 
terrible force of the explosion. 


From page 742 of DeKalb County history 
book published in 1914 


John Henry Shoemaker was killed while 
firing a farewell salute to his comrades 
who were departing for the war. They 
were the first soldiers to leave the town 
of Waterloo for the front. His was the first 
grave made in the Waterloo cemetery. 


This six foot marker 
stands about 110 feet 
east of main cemetery 
entrance. 
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J. H. Shoemaker, who had himself assisted in loading the gun and who 
applied the fatal match, was hit by a piece which inflicted a frightful 
incision in his right side, in the region of the lower ribs, severing the 
spinal column, and causing his instantaneous death. About to fire the 
piece, he was heard to remark that ‘‘those boys over there,’’ pointing 
toward the crowd at the depot, ‘‘said they would not touch it off for $500;”’ 
another instant, and 


“(Death had marked him for his own.’’ 


It seems almost incredible that in all the crowd that stood around in the 
immediate range of the death-dealing fragments, that no one else was 
injured. There were several who must certainly have had a hair-breadth 
escape. The funeral of this upright, industrious young man was held the 
following Friday, at the residence of F.C. Francis, the services being 
conducted by Rev. Mr. Osmun. 


DeKalb County Guards 


The first company raised entirely in this county, and officered by men from 
the county, was Captain Hawley’s, which entered the Thirtieth Regiment. 
This company was the pride of DeKalb County, and numbered in its body 
some of the best citizens. When fully organized the ladies of Auburn 
presented the organization with a splendid banner. It was enthusiastically 


received, and a letter returned to the editor of the New Era, for publication. 


It was the last farewell word received from many brave hearts who never 
returned to their friends.

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Mrs. Ella G. (Goodwin) Reed, who was born August 27, 1870, is perhaps 
the oldest N.Y.C.R.R. employee continuously living in Waterloo. The late 
Clyde Reed, her husband, was also a long time employee of the railroad, 
he being a telegrapher, and they were both ticket agents for the railroad 
and had charge of the Western Union Telegraph. Mrs. Reed was a full time 
employee from 1905 to her retirement in 1937. When she was but 10 or 11 
years of age her parents lived about one-half mile West of the depot and she 
was placed on the payroll of the L.S. & M.S. at a salary of $1.25 per 
month. At that time the railroad was a single track system and the siding 
switch was located in front of their home and she was employed to keep 
the switch lantern cleaned and filled with oil and it was her duty to place 
the lamp in its proper place each evening and to remove in in the morning. 
Her father had a key to the switch and when a train was approaching, three 
or four long whistle blasts would be given and oft times she would take the 
key and open the switch for the train crew and then wait until the train had 
passed and then close the switch. This was very helpful to the crews 
owing to the steep grade as they would not need to stop. One day the local 
Railroad Agent took the key away from her as it was against company rules. 
Afterwards when she was not on hand to throw the switch, the train conduct- 
or on learning the reason gave her an extra key remarking that for every 
key taken from her they would supply three or four extra ones as her help 
was so valuable. 


Most traveling and shipments were made by rail when she first started 
working at the depot. When the Kendallville fairs were held she would sell 
from 400 to 500 tickets some days to people going to the fair. 


The interline ticket case which she used, and which was in service until 
just recently was the original one from the first depot which stood at the 
Wayne Street crossing. 


Travel on the Branch Railroad was equally heavy, especially on week-ends 
and holidays, when people would travel from Fort Wayne to the lake resorts. 
It was not uncommon to have 12 to 15 passenger cars completley filled. 
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One of these trains was known as “The Bluegill Run’’ and the depot 
employees would say they could ‘‘smell the fish before the train got here’’. 


Along about the turn of the Century the railroad rebuilt its tracks and in 
the year 1905 they were putting in extra tracks at Swanton, Ohio. The 
gravel for this construction was hauled from the big pits at Pleasant Lake 
and special trains were constantly on the move and being switched at 
Waterloo and a train was averaged about every seven minutes in one 
direction or another at that time in Waterloo. 


In connection with the Western Union Mrs. Reed recalls that one day 
Harvey Firestone got off the train to send a telegram. The time was limited 
for him to get back on the train so she was hurring to change his money. 
The telegram which he had sent was over ten words and she did not have 
time to figure the charge closely and later discovered he owed her 16¢ so 
she just took her own money and paid the difference. 


At another time she had received a telegram to be delivered to Gloria 
Swanson who was a passenger on one of the trains stopping here. This 
was a message to be delivered in person, however she gave the message to 
the conductor for him to deliver, for fear the train would leave while she 
was still aboard. 


Many noted persons would transfer from the trains at Waterloo. At one. 


time she sold a ticket to Teddy Roosevelt, Jr. but did not recognize him at 
the moment as it was a dark day. Later noticing him standing by the stove 
she immediately recognized him and they had a long chat. Theodore 


Roosevelt also stopped at the depot once or twice and at one time gave a . 


speech from the rear platform of his car. 


Barney Oldfield, the race driver, had his car break down and while he was 
having local repairs made, he and his wife went to the depot to send a 
telegram. Mrs. Oldfield and Mrs. Reed visited in the ticket office for two 
hours while they were waiting.

On November 11, 1911 a wind storm from the southwest swept over the town which 
destroyed the old Opera House, an old landmark, and entailed a hundred thousand 
doliar loss to the town. A new Town Hall was built in 1912. This was rebuilt in 
1955 to provide space for the fire department equipment, offices, and assembly 


room. 


F AIR 
A Fair Association was formed, and the farm immediately north of Uniontown which 
we know as the Leas farm, consisting of 31% acres and now owned by Pliny Gratz, 
was purchased in 1871 and buildings for a fair were erected. It was known as the 


northeastern Agricultural Association. 


Upon these grounds was the best half-mile track in the state and there were ample 
accomodations for exhibitors, such as buildings, stalls and pens. The fair was 
held each October and was the largest attended fair of this area. The fair operated 


until the early 90’s. 


Grant Township in which Waterloo is located was formerly a part of Union Township 
which was the oldest township in the county. This division was made in 1889.

October 5, 1869 at a regular meeting of the Board of Trustees of the in- 
corporated Town of Waterloo City, DeKalb Co., Indiana the following 
Ordinance was presented and read. Be it ordained that the Marshal of 
said town shall be ex-officio Pound Master of said town. It shall be 
unlawful for any person to permit his or her horse, jack, mule, swine or 
sheep to run at large in any of the streets, alleys or commons within the 
Corporate limits of the town, and it is hereby made the duty of the Mar- 
shal on complaint by any citizen, to take into keeping any animal found 
running at large to confine the same in the pound designated for their 
keeping. The Pound Master shall within 24 hours notify the owner or 
keeper thereof, personally if known, and if not known by posting up not- 
ices thereof describing as near as may be such animal in not less t han 
3 public places in said City. The following fees are to be paid by the 
Pound Master at the time of delivery. For each horse, jack, mule fifty 
cents. For each colt or swine twenty-five cents, and for each sheep 
twenty-five cents.
